That is the confi- 
dent message for 
AUSTRALIAN SOC- 
CER WEEKLY read- 
ers from Peter Rus- 
sell, manager of 
the Olympic Air- 
ways National 
League. 


Next weekend, the ball 
starts rolling and Russell 
predicts the excitement in 
Soccer will persist right 
through to October. 

“With so much at stake, 
I expect every team to go 
flat out for 90 minutes in 
every match,” he said. 

“They are all fighting 
for their lives. They know 
a few dropped points here 
and there could put them 
out of the National 
League. And no team 
wants to be chucked out. 


“Competition will be 
really fierce. There will be 
no lack of fighting spirit 
on the field. But we hope 
we don’t see any fights 
spreading to the specta- 
tors. The game can do 
without that. 

“Before next weekend’s 
kick-off, each of the 24 
clubs will know what it 
has to do to qualify for the 
1987 competition. 


“So they all have set 
targets and they’ll fight 
like mad to achieve them,” 
added Russell. 


The danger is that, with 
so much at stake, there 
could be some rough 
matches with referees 
working overtime to keep 
the peace. 

In a normal season, life 
can be difficult for re- 
ferees but in a year as vital 
as 1986, they must expect 
even more trouble from 
over-robust players. 

At least, the clubs know 
what is expected of them - 
and not only as far as 
results are concerned. 

They know they must 
make overdue ground im- 
provements and, thankful- 
ly, this is being done. 

Apia Leichhardt have 
given their Lambert Park 
ground some remedial 
treatment and Marconi are 
talking about building a 
new stand. Sydney 
Croatia have instaled ex- 
cellent floodlights and 
will soon be able to boast 
a modern grandstand. 

In Brisbane, Spencer 
Park is a tribute to hard- 
working Soccer people 
who can clearly get things 
done. 

The League is lucky to 
have Olympic Airways on 
its side once again. 


The Greek airline is 
providing $200,000 in 
sponsorship for the second 
year running. 

So all is looking pretty 
good. 

It would be nice to see 
the crowds returning in 
large numbers but that is a 
headache facing just about 
every sport. 

Attendance graphs go 
up and down and, with so 
much at stake this year, it 
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is reasonable to expect the 
Soccer graph to show a 
steady upward curve. 

Maybe, too, the fans 
will want to have another 
look at some. of those 
Socceroo stars - Alan 
Davidson, Terry Greedy, 
John Kosmina, Zarko 
Odzakov, Graham Jen- 
nings, Ken Murphy and 
the rest - who did Austra- 
lia proud just a few 
months ago.

A VERY

THE SOCCEROOS are due to get onto Syd- 
ney’s ultra-modern Parramatta Stadium next 


August. 


Australia is scheduled 
to play a three-match 
series against the 1976 
European champions, 
Czechoslovakia, in the 
first week of August. 


Brian Emery, Execu- 
tive Director of the ASF, 
stated: 


““We have made applica- 
tions for two dates to the 
Sydney Cricket Ground 
Trust for use of the sta- 
dium in the first week of 
August. This application is 
now being considered by 
the Trust.” 


The highly efficient 
Czechoslovakia under 
manager Dr Joe Venglos, 
previously toured Austra- 
lia in 1980 when they 
whitewashed our national 
team four matches to nil. 


The Socceroos then will 
play a two-legged clash 
with New Zealand in 
October. The first leg will 
be on October 19 in New 
Zealand, possibly Auck- 
land, with the return leg to 


be played in Australia on 
October 26. 


Almost immediately af- 
ter these Kiwi matches, 
the Socceroos fly out to 
China to defend the 
Ampol Cup. 


Emery also stated that 
three full internationals 
against China have been 
finalised during that 
period. 


“We have cabled the 
Football Associations of 
both Japan and Hong 
Kong asking for matches 
against their national sides 
whilst our Socceroos are in 
the area,” Emery added. 


Australia’s World Cup 
sub-committee was sche- 
duled to meet last Satur- 
day, but cancelled due to 
the airline’s refuellers’ 
strike. 


The conference now has 
been re-scheduled for next 
Saturday week to discuss 
in full detail further in- 
ternational fixtures for 
the Socceroos. 


REVELATIONS in this issue of f AUSTRA- 
LIAN SOCCER WEEKLY concerning com- 
mercial television’s attitude to Soccer 
provide much food for thought. 

Soccer lovers, who have to suffer 
saturation coverage of sports like Rugby 
League and Australian Rules, are right to 
demand a fair go for the round ball game. 

There is little likelihood that they will get 
it. 

The statement from one TV executive 
that “Sydney is a Rugby League town” is 
really quite extraordinary. 

If we accept the obvious fact that 
Rugby League is the biggest and most 
popular code of football in New South 
Wales, does it necessarily follow that all 
other sports should be treated with de- 
plorable disdain? 

There are about half a million Soccer 
players in Australia, with a large chunk of 
them in NSW. 

Commercial TV chooses to pretend 
they do not exist. Or if those players do 
exist, there is no need to cater for them on 
television. 

When the Philips Soccer League kicked 
off in 1977, there were handsome prom- 
ises from Channel TEN about the sort of 
cover the new competition would receive 
via that station. 

- Let’s be honest. The cover, such as it 
was, left a lot to be desired. 

The same channel jumped in to screen 
the 1981 World Youth Championship, play- 
ed in Australia, and relegated that most 
important international series to the late, 
late, time slot. 

More recently, Olympic Games Soccer, 
by far the most popular sport at the Los 
Angeles Olympics, was hardly seen on 


Australian TV. 
Last year, during the World Cup qual- 


ifying matches, every channel fought to 
get the Socceroos in front of the cameras. 

Frank Arok, John Kosmina, Terry 
Greedy, and the other big names were 
sought for interview almost daily. Clearly, 
Soccer and its personalities were highly 
saleable commodities. 

Are we now expected to believe that, 
just because Scotland beat Australia in the 
World Cup, Soccer and its personalities 
have become “TV disasters?” 

Fortunately, Soccer followers are given 
much better treatment by SBS, although 
there are many potential viewers who still 
complain about the picture quality on the 
ethnic channel. 

But SBS has blundered badly with the 
timing of its new Friday night “Soccerama” 
offering. 

At 6pm on Friday, the ABC puts on an 
excellent one hour of Soccer from the UK 
— one of the rare gems of the week for 
Australian Soccer fans. 

it is crazy for SBS to time its Soccerama 
programme in direct competition to the 
ABC. 

Why split the audience? 

lt is undeniable that there is a large 
following for British Soccer in Australia, 
indeed it has been said that more people 
are interested in Arsenal, Everton and 
such teams than in top Australian sides. 

We find this sad but we must face up to 
it. 

We do not believe many Soccer folk will 
switch off Brian Moore in favour of Les 
Murray. 

This is a clcsh which should never have 
happened. 

If the programme planners at SBS 
cannot come up with a more suitable time 
slot, we fear for the future of their 
Soccerama.

THE vast gulf in class that separates even the 
best of Tasmania and a strong side from the 
Olympic Airways National League was evident 
when South Melbourne gave Juve Pioneer a 5 -

Apart from the easy 
victory, South also had 
something else to cele- 
brate after the Nanda 
Cuyp win. 

From what we saw at 
Middle Park, Socceroo 
Alan Davidson is at last 
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back to ull fitness after 
being nearly crippled by 
back trouble for almost a 
year. 

Davidson played in se- 
yere pain in memorable 
World Cup qualifying 
matches last year for Au- 
stralia. 


It was fitting that 
‘World Cup hero Davidson 
should get the first goal 
when he helped home a 
cross from Brown in the 
13th minute. 

Davidson and Ken Mur- 
phy, another World Cup 
man, were involved in 
South’s second goal, scored 
by Charlie Egan in the 
22nd minute. 

Brown scored with a 
penalty kick as the first 
half drew to its close. 

Two second half goals 
from Brown gave South 
Melbourne a nap hand and 
a most convincing victory. 

Juve Pioneer’s consola- 
tion goal came in the 59th 
minute - the scorer being 
Kannegieser. 


Croatia’s Greg Wood- 
house. 

Four minutes before 
half-time Farina ran onto 
a deft ball from Ian Sou- 
ness, then swung over a 
perfect cross that his skip- 
per John Kosmina stooped 
to head in. 

In the 44th minute the 
third and decisive goal was 
put away by utility player 
Gerry Gomez. 


Joe Watson swung over 
a corner that Gomez was 
able to head in unchal- 
lenged. 

Croatia lost their way 
when star midfielder Zar- 
ko Odzakov was forced to 
take over as sweeper and 
flanker Zeljko Jurin was 
replaced at half-time.

Stuart Stevenson, missed 
with a glorious opportun- 
ity in the 42nd minute to 
make it 2-0. 

Apia’s only threat on 
goal was in the fifth mi- 
nute when young Louis 
Dounis connected with a 
15 metre volley that 
forced Olympic’s giant 
goalkeeper Gary Meier to 
hastily tip over the cross- 
bar for a corner. 

With the half-time 
scoreline 1-0 in favour of 
Olympic, Apia held high 
hopes to snatch the match 
in the second session, but it 
was not to be. 

The second half saw 
Olympic slip into top gear 
and cruise in another five 
goals that had Apia 
scampering for cover. 

The floodgates opened 


up in the 62nd minute’ 


when sweeper, Tony 
Dakos, set up Marshall 
Soper to score from cen- 
tre-box with a neat pivot- 
ted first time hit from 10 
metres. 

In the 66th minute, 
Dakos helped himself to a 
goal, driving the ball from 
a sharp angle into the net 
past goalkeeper, Tony Pez- 
zano. Chris Kalantzis 
within 60 seconds fired in 
Olympic’s fifth goal from 
an even sharper angle in 
off the post. 

Soper, in the 70th mi- 
nute, credited his account 
with a second goal from 
10 metres leaving Apia’s 
goalkeeper, Tony Pezzano 
completely dazed with the 
bombardment raining in 
on his goal. 

But Kalantzis was not 
finished for the day as in 
the 77th minute, he scored 
his second goal of the 
match smashing a drive 
into the corner of the net 
from -15 metres. 

It was hard to pick the 
best of Olympic’s side as 
they worked efficiently as 
a unit. Mike Coady, 
together with another 
Englishman, right back 
Martyn Rogers, defenders 
Gary Philips and Tony 
Dakos were free to come 
forward on many occa- 
sions to assist the attack.

WEST AUSTRALIAN Soccer so often cruelly 
ignored by the other States, went close to striking a 
telling blow for recognition in the Nanda Cup 


game against Adelaide City. 


The South Australians, 
tated by their admirers an 
outside chance to win the 
National League this year, 
had to rely on a penalty 
shoot-out to scrape 
through against Sterling 
Macedonia. 

Adelaide City con- 
verted all their five penal- 
ties while Sterling failed 
with one, taken by John 
Hunter. 

Strangely enough, Hun- 
ter had been Sterling’s 
only goalscorer during the 
opening 90 minutes when 
he equalised 13 minutes 
from the end after Ade- 
laide City had taken the 
lead in the ninth minute. 

The first half belonged 
to the visiting SA side, 
well organised in midfield 
by Adrian Santrac. 

John Alavakis, the WA 


team’s goalkeeper was 
“debited” with Adelaide’s 
first goal when he could 
not hold a centre and Joe 
Mullen ran on to the loose 
ball to score. 

Scotsman John Hunter 
was switched from de- 
fence to attack and added 
fire to Sterling’s raids — 
almost scoring a surprise 
winning goal after 89 
minutes. 

So the game went into 
extra time, which was 
scoreless, and the penalty 
kick contest. 

Playing conditions were 
far from ideal, the heat 
causing several players to 
Tequire treatment — main- 
ly for cramp.

The penalty taker Don 
Maclaren took the kick 
for a third time and once 
again Nikitovic saved! 

It was a match full of 
incident, although not the 
sort of incident the game 
really needs. 


George Cross full-back 
John Campbell was sent 
off near the end and was 
followed by Footscray’s 
Vlado Stosic three minutes 
later. 

Footscray were in 
charge of the match for 
most of the time and de- 
served to go into a 1-0 lead 
after 40 minutes when 
Bill Lazopoulos headed 
in. 

Another header, 10 mi- 
nutes before full-time, 
gave Noel Mitten the 
equalising goal for George 
Cross and with it, extra- 
time and penalties. 

The penalties were 
scored by each team until 
the score reached 8-8 but 
then Mark Lennon failed 
with one for George 
Cross.

AN UPSET WIN

In an extraordinarily 
frank assessment, Hill 
added: “‘One of the 
stations tried it seve- 
ral years ago and it 
was a disaster. It just 
didn’t rate, not even 
on SBS. 

“Even the overseas stuff 
doesn’t rate. Even the 
World Cup. 

“The only game that 
does any good is the Eng- 
lish FA Cup Fipal and 
that costs an arm and a leg 
to get.” 

The Channel Nine ex- 
ecutive producer is not just 
another anti-Soccer 
character. Far from it. He 
admits to being disap- 
pointed with the situation. 

“T love Soccer,” he said. 
“I am a qualified referee. 


“But we have to face 
facts. We are a League 


town and have to give the 
people what they want. 

“We watched with in- 
terest how SBS would fare 
when they first got in- 
volved in Soccer. I thought. 
‘good, maybe the game 
will kick on a bit,’ but it 
hasn’t and no-one is in- 
terested. 

Yet it seems no time 
since thousands WERE in- 
terested in World Cup 
heroes like Greedy, David- 
son, Mitchell and the rest. 

Harry Potter, sports edi- 
tor of Channel TEN, said 
it was a matter of time and 
priorities. 

“We are a League sta- 
tion but that does not 
mean we go out of our 
way to give Soccer a bad 
time,” he said. “It is all a 
matter of priority.”’ 

Channel Sevyen’s Rick 
Jamison, the executive 
sports director, said the 
Sports World programme 
on a Sunday used to give a 
fairly extensive coverage 
of the local Soccer com-

Apart from a few para- 
graphs to lead off the 
match review in one of the 
afternoon papers, nothing 
has been mentioned about 
the crowd disturbance. 

Imagine a similar inci- 
dent in Soccer. Headlines 
would be plastered over 
the papers telling all and 
sundry of further 


“hooliganism and violence 


at a Soccer game. 


No doubt past trouble 
such as the Pratten Park 
disturbance would have 
been resurrected. It seems 
that every occasion that 
arises where Soccer may 
be discredited in the eyes 
of the public is highlighted 
rather than left to pass 
unnoticed. 


Yet when similar crowd 
trouble occurs in League 
we find it barely rates a 
mention. So much for the 
impartiality of the press. 


It would be interesting 
to see the effects on the 
game if similar press 
coverage as that which is 
afforded Rugby League 
was given to Soccer. 


What a shame Sydney 
Croatia picked last Sun- 
day week to turn in a 
performance well below 
their usual high standard. 
The Interstate Final gave 
people the opportunity to 
compare the standard of 
the two divisions. 

And the 3-1 scoreline 
certainly gave the Mel- 
bourne folk, who keep 
telling us they have teams 
and players of superior 
standard to those in Syd- 
ney, fresh ammunition. 

No doubt it will be used 
extensively in the press in 
Victoria. 

The pressure to perform 
seemed to get to the Syd- 
ney team and they were 
unable to reproduce the 
excellent form they dis- 
played throughout the 
Ampol Cup. 

They came so close to 
winning the NSL competi- 
tion last year before 
stumbling at the last hur- 
dle. 

Being able to win the 
games that count only 
comes through experien- 
cing the pressure which is 
associated with important 
games and learning to 
overcome such pressure. 

Few teams are able to 
consistently win games of 
such importance. The 
successful records of 
Liverpool in England and 
Sydney City in our Natio- 
nal League suggests they 
have mastered the art of 
performing under 
pressure.

* BACKGROUND: The National Schools Soccer Federa- 


tion has been conducting National Schools Champion- 
ship since 1975. At each championship an Australian 


Schools side is chosen. However, over the years, the sides 


chosen have not had a regular programme of represent- 
ation and international fixtures. Many International and 
National League players have been chosen in past 
Australian School sides. It is clear that a regular 
programme of fixtures will improve the credibility of 
the Australian Schools Soccer Federation. 

In 1978 an Australian Schools side toured Canada and 


the USA. Despite this successful tour there have been no 


internationals to date. The Australian Soccer Federation 
feels that regular internationals are essential — the ASF 
recognises the role and contribution of Schools Soccer in 
the development of youth players and recognises that 
one of the most desirable aspects of the side is that the 
competition for places is open to all secondary school 
students. Therefore players who may miss selection in 
the National Youth side still have the opportunity for 
top class representative soccer. 

The Australian Schools Soccer Federation is now 
embarking on a three year plan to establish regular 
representative games and internationals. 
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Olympics. 


“Of course we have to 
get past New Zealand and 
Israel first, but I’m con- 
vinced that we now have a 
phsycological advantage 
over both of them and 
Australia will qualify for 
the 1988 Olympic finals,” 
a confident Carter pre- 
dicted. 

“Playing for my coun- 
try in the Olympic Games 
would be an honour that 
Till always cherish. That 
above all else, is my big- 
gest objective.” 


Carter has been on the 
fringe of Socceroo selec- 
tion for a couple of years 
and made his only senior 
appearance in the green 
and gold last September 
when he replaced Marconi 
teammate Ian Gray in the 
final five minutes of the 
match against China in 
Canberra. 

His outstanding 
performances for Marconi 
throughout the season 
surely warranted more 
than that and it’s still hard 
to understand how he was 
overlooked when Aus- 
tralia was struggling to fill 
the right back position 
during Alan Davidson’s 
absence overseas. 

Davidson’s return to 
South Melbourne doesn’t 
worry Carter greatly. ‘ 

“Tf I can improve furth- 
er on last year I’m bound 
to get my chance,” is how 
he summed up the situa- 
tion. 

Les Scheinflug has no 
doubts about Carter’s Soc- 
ceroo prospects. 

“This lad is one of the 
most determined and dedi- 
cated players that I have 
ever worked with,’’ 
Scheinflug said, “He just 
keeps on getting better 
and believe me we have 
not yet seen the best of 


* him.” 


Scheinflug sees Carter 
as one of his key players in 
Marconi’s title challenge 
this year. 

His strength in defence 
is supplemented by his 
powerful runs on the right

flank which often sets up 
chances for his team mates 
or end up with himself 
getting the occasional 
goal. 


His superb equaliser in 
the semi final against 
Olympic last year typifies 
Carter’s attacking ability 
and it is this that makes 
him so valuable to his 
team. Carter in turn, does 
not intend to let his boss 
down. 


Winning the champion- 
ship with Marconi is his 
other burning ambition 
and he sees this season as 
the best opportunity. His 
confidence is explained 
this way: 


“Marconi has been buil- 
ding this team for three 
years and we have now 
reached a stage where we 
will be mighty difficult to 
stop. Obviously Croatia, 
Olympic and Sydney City 
are also just as confident 
but I’m convinced that this 
is our year.” 

If forced to choose be- 
tween winning the first 
past the post championship 
or the grand final, Carter 
concedes that winning the 
grand final carries more 
glamor with the fans. 

“But as a professional, I 
would prefer to win the 
championship and prove 
our consistency over a full 
season,” he declares. 

As a 14 year old playing 
for Auburn juniors, Car- 
ter used to travel to Bos- 
sley Park on Sundays to 
watch Marconi in action. 

The fact that it meant a 
22 hour trip each way, 
catching two buses and 
two trains from his Picnic 
Point home, it didn’t deter 
him. That was the sort of 
dedication which finally 
took him to Marconi after 
making his senior debut 
with Auburn in the State 
League as a 16 year old. 

One of his teammates 
there was Robbie Slater 
and they have remained 
firm friends ever since. 
Carter was naturally dis- 


= 


year. 


appointed when Slater 
turned down Marconi’s 
offer a few weeks ago and 
opted to join Blacktown 
instead. 

“Robbie would have 
been great for our team,” 
Carter said, “But I sup- 
pose he knows what he’s 
doing. I hope the move 
works out for him.” 


Auburn’s coach at the 
time was Vic Dalglish and 
he arranged a trial for 
Carter with Willie Wal- 
lace at APIA. Wallace 
snapped up the young full 
back and gave him his first 
chance in the NSL during 
the 1981 season, just after 
Carter turned 17. 

When Scheinflug re- 
turned to Marconi at the 
beginning of 1984 and 
started the task of rebuil- 
ding his team, the first 
signing he made was that 
of Carter, paying APIA 
$13,500 for his transfer. 

That was a move that 
neither of them ever re- 
gretted. Since his marriage 
last November, Paul and 
his 22 year old wife Tracy 
have bought a home unit 
just up the road from the 
St George club in Mort- 
dale. 

But that’s no indication 
that he has any intentions 
of leaving Marconi. 

Carter’s only immedi- 
ate plans are to win a 
regular place with Frank 
Arok’s Socceroos and to 
help Scheinflug bring the 
championship to Bossley 
Park. 

After that, Carter 
admits to having an in- 
terest in looking at the 
professional set up in 
Europe but feels that he 
has left it too late to try 
his luck overseas. 

If ever the opportunity 
presents itself he would 
naturally jump at it, but 
for now, his biggest ambi- 
tion is to represent Austra- 
lia at the 1988 Olympics. 
If consistency, dedication 
and determination count 
for anything, Carter is a 
certainty to get there.

His studies will force 
him to go overseas this 
year but, Inter Monaro 
refused to clear him. 

Before leaving for 
Europe in June, he hoped 
to play for the Lavington 
Soccer club as he felt he 
should spend his last six 


months in his home town, . 


Albury. 

I’ve interviewed his 
father Eric and Michael, 
who told me that officials 
of Monaro refused his 
pleas to release him and 
said: “If you don’t play for 
us you will not play for 
anybody else.” 

Iam stunned by the 
attitude of the Monaro 
officials. es 

-We here in the Border 


District do everything in 
our power to assist and 
help promising Soccer 
players further their 
careers and under no 
circumstances would we 
“block” a player to play 
for a club he selects, espe- 
cially not under Michael’s 
circumstances. 

Hocking contributed a 
great extent to Monaro’s 
success last season, their 
first in the NSL and was 
several times voted best 
afield. 

Late last year, Hocking 
signed for another two 
years with Monaro but, 
having completed his de- 
gree in Canberra, he was 
offered the opportunity to 
further his studies over- 


seas. 
He wrote to the club 
explaining that he would 
be unavailable this season, 
as he expected to have to 
leave early June and he 
felt it would not be fair to 
the club for such a short 
time. Also, as his home is 
in Albury, it was better 
financially for him to live 
at home and work locally 
until his departure. 
Monaro reacted most 
unfavourably to his deci- 
sion and contacted him 


“several times in an effort 


to persuade him to change 
his mind. 

When Hocking still de- 
clined to play, the club 
siated that if he didn’t 
play for them, he would 
not play for anyone. 

Lavington president 
Brian McBurnie has con- 
tacted Inter Monaro seve- 
ral times but, the club still 


refuses permission for 
Hocking to play. “This is 
difficult to understand as 
the local competition is an 
amateur one,” he said. 


The policy of the 
Albury — Wodonga Soc- 
cer Association and the 
Lavington Soccer club is to 
further the code and assist 
talented players to im- 
prove their Soccer careers. 


It is very discouraging 
and beyond my compre- 
hension that Monaro 
adopted this attitude 
which could only be de- 
scribed as bad sportsman- 
ship. 

Michael was loyal and 
gave his body and soul to 
Monaro for three years. 

Monaro officials put a 
bad taste in many Soccer 
fans mouths with their

HAJDUK SPLIT | 
AT MARCONI

ALL true Soccer fans who yearn for the days 
when the game was played at it’s entertaining 
best must make a point of being at the Marconi 
Stadium on Wednesday night, April 2 for what 
promises to be a great night of football 


nostalgia. 

In a tour that has been 
organised by the local 
Hajduk club, some of the 
greatest names in Yugos- 
lav football over the last 
15 years will play an ex- 
hibition match against 
Marconi. One of Europe’s 
leading clubs, Hajduk 
Split fielded it’s best ever 
team during the 1970’s, an 
era when the champion- 
ship was won on four 
occassions and the cup no 
less than six times. 


The club’s triumphs in 
those years made it one of 
the classiest teams in 
Europe being 1971 cham- 
pions, 1972 Cup winners, 
1974 champions and Cup 
winners, 1975 again cham- 
pions and cup winners, 
1976 Cup winners, 1977 
Cup winners and 1979 
champions. This surely 
must be a record that few 
clubs can match. 


Most of the players 
making up that great side 
have now got together 
under the banner of 
Hajduk 1970-80 All Stars 
for the purpose of playing 
exhibitions matches in 
Europe and Asia. This 
visit to Sydney is the 
team’s first ever in Austra- 
lia and fans can look 
forward to seeing a brand 
of football rarely seen in 
this country. 

Some of the players 
making the tour have been 
household names in Euro- 
pean Soccer. 

They will be led by 33 
year old Ivan Surjak who 
represented Yugoslavia 54 
times and was captain for 
many years including the 
1982 World cup finals in 
Spain. After playing 550 
matches for Hajduk Split, 
Surjak moved to Italy 
where he joined Udinese 
before playing two seasons 
in France with Paris St 
Germaine. 

He was regarded as one 


of Europe’s most elegant 
skilfull wingers during the 
seventies and early 
eighties. 

Another Yugoslav in- 
ternational, defender Ivan 
Bulgjan played 402 
matches for Hajduk and 
60 for his country, includ- 
ing the 1974 World CUP 
finals. He too eventually 
moved overseas and play- 
ed with Hamburg in West 
Germany for a number of 
years. 


Central defender Dra- 
gan Holcer also spent four 
years in Germany with 
Stuttgart after represen- 
ting Yugoslavia in 52 in- 
ternationals and making 
419 appearances for 
Hajduk. 

Other Yugoslav in- 
ternationals making this 
tour include Sime Luketin, 
Radomir Vukcevic, Vinko 
Cezzi, Zvonko Bego and 
Ivica Hlenvnjak. All of 
these players played in 
excess of 400 league 
matches in Yugoslavia 
with the club. 

The rest of the touring 
party consists of long ser- 
ving players Ivo Bego, 
Ante Ivkovic, Marin 
Lemesic, Micun Jovanic, 
Marin Kovacic and Sinisa 
Fulgozi. The All Stars 
coach is another former 
Hajduk player, Pero 
Nadoleza who played 460 
matches in the Yugosla- 
vian_league._ dy 

Les Scheinflug wel- 
comes the opportunity and 
feels that his players will 
benefit greatly from such 
a game. 

This is an occassion 
when winning or losing 
doesn’t really matter all 
that much, the one certain- 
ty however is that the 
biggest winners will be the 
fans who venture out to 
Bossley Park to watch 
what is sure to be a 
wonderful exhibition of 
class football.

Queensland plays 
NSW on May 11 then 
embarks on a tour to 
Papua New Guinea. 


DOWN in “Weet-Bix’’ 
country there has been a 
change. The former 
Cooranbong Bears, who 
were grand finalists in 
last year’s Suburban 
League have moved a 
couple of miles east and 
joined forces with the 
Dora Creek Workers 
Club.

— WHO IS WORLD’S 
TOP GOAL KEEPER? 


FOR the past few weeks | have highlighted goalkeepers who will bein the spotlight during the World Cup finals in Mexico 


and today concludes the series with the man who could 


BY TOM ANDERSON 


Dasayev, captain 
of the USSR team, is 
regarded by pundits in 
Europe as the world’s 
leading goalkeeper at 
the present time. 

This, of course, is hotly 
disputed in England where 
the great Peter Shilton is 
held in great esteem. 

The action in Mexico 
will most likely determine 
this rating once and for 
all. 

Dasayev 29, is class 
through and through as he 
aptly demonstrated before 
the eyes of the world in 
the 1982 World Cup finals 
in Spain. 

Since then he has con- 
tinually sought perfection 
and worked hard at his 
game. 

Life for this great custo- 
dian has not been easy as 
he is always being com- 
pared with other former 
Russian great goalkeeper 
Lev Yashin. 

Yashin was probably 
the best ever to stand 
between the sticks and this 
gives Dasayey a great deal 
to live up to. 

Indeed, every time 
Dasayev makes a mistake 
— and those are few and 
far between — the critics 
are quick to state that 
“Yashin would never have 
made a mistake like that 


when he was in his prime.” 
Such is life at the top. 

A perfectionist to the 
core, Dasayev is hard ‘to 
please with his own 
performances and strives 
for continual improve- 
ment. 

The big Russian was 
born on July 13, 1957 — 
surely an unlucky date for 
any goalkeeper — in the 
town of Astrakhan on the 
Caspian Sea. 


His first introduction to 
football was when his 
father took him to a local 
coaching school. 

He started his junior 
career as a striker, but was 
moved into goal when the 
regular goalie failed to 
turn up for a game. 

Since then he has never 
looked back. 

At the age of 17, he was 
called into the local team 
Volgar in the Russian 
third division. 


A year later, he picked 
up a bad knee injury and 
was told to give up the 
game and concentrate on 
chess. 

But he didn’t, and came 
back with such gusto that 
the Spartak Moscow club 
stepped in and signed him. 

He was made a Physical 
Education student in Mos- 
cow as part of the move. 

His debut for the Spar- 
tak club came on May 23, 
1978 in a Russian first 
division game against 
Zarya Voroshilovgrad 


which ended in a goalless 
draw. 

In this game, he dis- 
placed Spartak’s experi- 
enced campaigner and 
Russian national team 
member Aleksander Pro- 
horov. 

The coach of Spartak at 
the time was the shrewd 
Konstantin Baskov who, 
even at the early date, 
realised he had a cham- 
pion on his hands. 

This match was the start 
of a glorious career for 
Dasayev, who has now 
played over 200 first team

games for Spartak with a 
wonderful average of los- 
ing only 0.9 goals a match. 

Dasayev’s first in- 
ternational appearance for 
Russia came against 
Greece in a European Na- 
tions match in Athens on 
September 12, 1979. 

It was not a game he 
wants to remember for 
Greece won 1-0 through a 
goal by Nikoloudis. 

Then came Spain and 
the 1982 World Cup finals 
and Dasayev thrilled the 
world with his perform- 
ances.

TROUBLE HITS 
BRAZIL’S CUP 
PREPARATION

ALL is not well in the Brazilian World Cup camp and a head- 
on collision has errupted between coach Tele Santana and 
Brazilian Confederation President Otavio Pinto Guimaraes. 


The World Cup 
favourites arrived 
back in Rio de Janerio 
last week in a blaze of 
controversy and 
were lambasted by 
the media after failing 
to score a goal in their 
two friendly games 
against West Ger- 
many and Hungary. 

The Brazilian squad 
suffered two embarrassing 
defeats in its first World 
Cup warm-up games, just 
three weeks after begin- 
ning training for Mexico, 
losing 2-0 to West Ger- 
many in Frankfurt and 3-0 
to Hungary in Budapest. 

Team manager Tele 
Santana defended his side 
and declared to anyone 
who would listen, that the 
tour was a good “learning 
ground” for his players. 

“We were not very 
good. We lost the two 
games and we can, and 
must, recover quickly,” 
Santana declared. 

“Tt was a trip we should 
not have taken, but now 
we will have to learn from 


the games.” 

Santana also said there 
would be no immediate 
changes in the team. 

“They are all good play- 
ers and we will try to take 
them all to the World 
Cup,” he said. 

However, this was not 
the feeling in the political- 
ly-riddled Brazilian set- 
up. 

Indeed it was the oppo- 
site. In a televised inter- 
view Otavio Pinto 
Guimaraes said there 
could be changes in Bra- 
zil’s World Cup team. 

“Things cannot stay the 
way they are,” Guimaraes 
said. 

“Some players in the 
team are not good enough 
to be part of the Brazilian 
squad.” 

Guimaraes did not say 
which players could be 
replaced. 

There were earlier 
suggestions that Santana 
would be replaced but 
Guimaraes praised Santa- 
na’s talents and said the 
Confederation was not 
considering changing 
coaches. 

Santana, who was hired 


just six weeks ago, has not 
yet signed a contract for 
the job and said he would 
do so only after the Euro- 
pean friendlies. 

Santana said he was still 
optimistic about Brazil’s 
chances in Mexico and 
said he had talented play- 
ers he was unable to use in 
Europe. 

~ “We have many players 

who did not participate in 
the European matches and 
we will see which of these 
will be ready for the game 
against Peru,’’ Santana 
continued. 

Among them were mid- 
fielders Junior and Cere- 
zo, defender Edinho and 
attacker Dirceu, all of 
whom are playing with 
Italian clubs through May. 


Star midfielder Zico 
was still recovering from a 
knee injury and it was 
doubtful he would be fully 
healed in time while over- 
lapping full-back Leandro 
was on crutches and both 
Falcao and Socrates were 
still plagued by injuries. 

Brazil will meet Peru 
on April 1 in a friendly 
match in Sao Luis, 1m500 
2,375 kms north of Rio.

It seems amazing that 
anation such as Bulgar- 
la has so many internal 
difficulties, not the least 
of which Is their domes- 
tic competition which 
has been more often 
than not fixed with scan- 
dals of all sorts. 


There is no doubting 
Bulgaria have been and 
still remain the giant enig- 
ma in Eastern Europe. 


For so long they have 
promised so much yet 
failed to deliver the goods. 

As previously men- 
tioned their domestic com- 
petition has never been of 
a mind-boggling standard 
yet one must take their 
hats off to the brave 
Bulgarian FA. 


Their controversial de- 
cision at the start of this 
season to award no points 
for 0-0 draws paid instant 
dividends because not one 
of their opening League 
games produced such a 
result. This facet has con- 
tinued throughout out the 
season and this goal sear- 
ching style to an extent 
has rubbed off on the 
national side. 


They began their World 
-Cup campaign in Bel- 
grade against Yugoslavia 
earning themselves a 0-0 
draw and a valuable away 
point.

de Prince by France 1-0 
when in the least they 
could have drawn. A Plati- 
ni penalty beat them. 


From there they played 
Luxembourg at home in 
Sofia and easily accounted 
for the part-timers 4-0 af- 
ter leading 2-0 at the 
break, goals came from 
Sirakov, Mladenovy and 
Velichkoy Dimitsov.

! would like to reassure “Interested Party” 
that the administrators of the Australian 
Women’s Soccer Association are more than 
aware of the needs of the national team and we 
are working towards achieving those needs. 


During 1985 and 1986 every effort has gone 
towards preparing the national team for the 
forthcoming Oceania Cup. This preparation is 
seen as the first step in the ASWA’s national 
programme for the proposed World Cup in 
1988. 


For the first time, the national team will 
Participate in a training programme at the 
Australian Institute of Sport before touring. 
The AWSA has arranged this in response to 
specific requests from national players. 


With respect to finance, few national sport- 
ing associations are fortunate enough to be able 
to compete at international level without 
requiring some player contribution. Given that 
women's Soccer is still in its infancy (first 
National Championship was held in 1974) it will 
be some time before we can afford the luxury 
of total support for ALL members. 

Interested Party is correct in thinking that 
the first priority is to promote the game and 
administer it as professionally as possible. 


With the AWSA Director of Planning, 
Promotion and Marketing, | am developing 
programmes aimed to achieve such priorities. 
Increased participation and public awareness, 
improvements in newspaper and other media 
outlets, and ultimately securing of sponsorship, 
will undoubtedly help women's Soccer gain the 
recognition it deserves. 

Our marketing potential will not be recog- 
nised until these factors are realised. 


The success of the national team at the 
Oceania Cup will also bear an influence on our 
marketing potential.

Secondly, | am sick to death with my team- 
mates andl wearing the blame for the current 
standing of womens’ Soccer on the list of 
national sports. It seems no-one is willing to 
face reality in this matter, except the players. 

! do not appreciate being told “You should 
just be grateful you have the chance to play for 
Australia." | am grateful but, at the same time | 
believe | have earned it and for that matter, I'm 
still earning, 

Like every other national team member in 
womens’ Soccer, or any sport, we constantly 
sacrifice our social lives, job promotions, holi- 
days and personal time to train the living 
daylights out of ourselves to maintain and 
improve our standards. 

| cannot speak for my team-mates, although 
many would agree, but, | would time and time 
again take leave without pay to play for 
Australia or for that matter quit my job if it is 
the only way | can get the time to tour. 

Many athletes in other sports do the same. 
However, these athletes pay no-more than one 

. third of the total cost of each tour. They also get 
‘to keep alt their gear (i.e. tracksuits, «strips, 
water polo caps etc). 

In the 10 years of Australian women's Soccer 
teams, | believe on only two occasions players 
have been allowed to keep their strips and only 
once has the national body subsidised a tour to 
any major extent. | firmly believe if we are to 
continue to represent Australia at international 
level we must do so in the same manner as 
other sports. If they can do it, so can we. 

Perhaps people don’t understand how 
disheartening it is to give your all for your 
country in an event, such as the unofficial 
World Cup in Taiwan, only to find back home 
only a handful of people even knew you went. 

No publicity at all to recognise the achieve- 
ment of playing for Australia. Surely we 
deserve some recognition for the sacrifices we 
endure in order to play and represent Austra- 
lia. Every other sport does. After all the 
national side is supposed to be the “be all and 
end all” of any sport.

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STATE COACHES SHOULD BE NEUTRAL 


NSW Amateur Soccer Federation officials are receiving widespread criticism throughout 
all sections of the junior code due to the manner in which players and coaches are 
selected for representative sides. 


SAYS TONY RACITI 


Executive members of 
the NSWASF unfortu- 
nately still insist on selec- 
ting coaches who have an 
affiliation with a local 
club. 

The problems created 
by such selections would 
be obvious, and State offi- 
cials should in future aim 
to appoint coaches who 
are not involved with the 
coaching of club sides. 

The excuse that most of 
the coaches with suitable 
qualifications are coaching 
at club level is not factual, 
as there are at least 100 top 
line junior and even senior 
coaches who are not in- 
volved with the local 
junior, or for that matter 
senior club scene. 

The appointment of 
Alan Vest to take charge 
in recent years of the State 
Under 16 squad has been a 
step in the right direction. 

Within this particular 
age group there has been 
very few problems and the 


organisation of this group 
has been excellent. 

Vest is totally neutral, 
he has no ties with any 
club and as such selections 
and decisions are not 
‘clouded’ by friendships 
and previous involvement 
with certain groups in the 
junior game who are only 
interested in pushing their 
own cause. 


Most Youth League 
clubs in the State refuse 
point blank to appoint any 
coach or manager if they 
have a son in that respec- 
tive team. 


Clubs who adopt this 
policy are the very clubs 
who year in year out are 
always successful on and 
off the field. 

The clubs who persist 
with parental influence 
within their ranks strug- 
gle, and although these 
parents mean well, they 
simply have not got the 
experience nor the back-

ground to be in charge of 
talented youngsters. 


Our leading clubs have 
had the foresight to make 
changes, and the NSWASF 
should follow suit. 


No coach, manager or 
official involved with a 
local club should be 
appointed to a State posi- 
tion. 


In NSW we have dozens 
of ex-players and coaches, 
who are crying out to be 
involved in the game once 
again, at any level. 


It is there very people 
that the NSWASF should 
be looking at to guide the 
fortunes of our State sides. 


Week in week out they 
would be able to attend 
Youth League matches 
over a number of months, 
and from there make an 
assessment. 


At present we have a 
situation where a State 
coach is involed with his 
own Youth League side, 
and can’t possibly have the 
time to be able to view 
other matches. 


NSW president Ian 
Holmes said this week 
that his body had in his 
opinion appointed coaches 
with the qualifications and 
the ability to be in charge 
of representative sides. 


“Our State record over 
the years speaks for it- 
self,” Holmes said. 


Recently many clubs 
and players have been 
disillusioned that the 
Under 15 State coach has 
not conducted trials to 
select his squad. 


Under 15 State coach 
Max Groll said that he 
had been in charge of this 
age group the past two 
years. 

“As such there was no 
need to conduct trials as I 
know the ability of every 
player within this age 
group,” Max said. 

“Also this year the 
Under 15 national titles 
will be played in Can- 
berra during the May 
school holidays. 

“Due to this I have not 
got the necessary time to 
conduct trials, but as ’'ve 
said I know the players in 
this age group, and trials 
were not necessary.” 

One would have to 
agree with out Under 15 
State coach on this point as 
the Under 15 titles have 
been brought forward by 
at least six months so as to 
give the national Under 16 
coach the opportunity to 
select a squad to contest 
the preliminary rounds of 
the Kodak World Cup 
later this year. 

Unfortunately some 
boys because of this have 
been denied the opportun- 
ity to represent their State 
and subsequently the 
chance of gaining selec- 
tion in the national side. 

“Realistically I could 
select two equal sides to 
represent NSW, Max 
Groll added. 

“The talent in this age 
group is simply outstan- 
ding. 


“There are at least 30 
boys who have the ability 
and talent to be selected. 

“But I can only select 
sixteen players, and ‘as 
such my hands are tied.” 

Obviously there would
